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Mysterious Explosions 


HE dismissal of what goes on in the combustion chamber as an explosion is 
a much too simple way of dealing with a set of varying and fascinating pheno 
mena, as can be appreciated by study of the article on the following pages 
The faci is that the nature of combustion chamber happenings is not yet fully under 
stood, although the method of differentiating between two of the associated pheno 
mena, described in the article, should assist in the search for knowledge. This 
methoc clearly identifies preignition, a troublesome manifestation with which 
motorists were more familiar in Pool petrol days, in the form of running-on. With 
better fuels the detection of such preignition as is still present is a scientific matter 
But that it is still present there is littke doubt, as can be seen from the final illus- 
tration of the article. Equally, there is little doubt of its nature; it is a second flame 
front whicl- may be initiated by various means 
Detonation is not quite so simple, because it does not conform with the flame 
front type of combustion, and it is possible that some light might be spread on its 
origin and nature by recent investigations into the nature of explosions. These 
were described by Dr. F. P. Bowden in the B.B.C. series, “ Science Survey.” Dr 
3owden finds that the presence of a bubble of air, which may be less than a thou- 
sandth of an inch in size, will cause an explosive to detonate under a gentle blow, 
whereas the impact of a quite hard blow will not result in an explosion if air is not 
present. Moreover, it has been calculated that a temperature of about 500 deg C 


(932 deg F) inside the air bubble is sufficient to cause an explosion 


These findings provoke speculation. Might they not be applicable to combustion 
chamber conditions? There are important differences; for instance, explosives 
contain their own oxygen source, whereas air is drawn into the combustion chamber 
to permit burning—a difference analogous to the rocket versus the gas turbine 
power unit Nevertheless, similarities exist; although the mixture within the 
chamber is not struck even a gentle blow, it is subject to rapid compression by the 
piston, and the difference here is merely one of degree. There is, in any case, a rise 
in temperature as the result of compression, and this rise must be added to the existing 
temperature level within the chamber, which is variable under several influences, 
notably combustion (about 4,000 deg F), exhaust valve heads, which peak at around 
1,000 deg F, and piston crowns, the temperatures of which vary around 600 deg F 
It is probable. therefore, that at high speeds the combustion chamber temperature 
is well up towards Dr. Bowden's critical figure, and this probability is reinforced 
by the general supposition that a really high compression engine at maximum revs 
is being supplied with ignition by the exhaust valve heads as well as the plugs. 

Under detonation, therefore, the following sequence of events might well be 
taking place : The air bubbles in a mixture that is not homogeneous are heated by 
the existing heat of the combustion chamber up towards the critical figure. They 
are subjected to a further temperature rise as a result of compression which takes 
them beyond the critical temperature with the result that a detonating explosion 
takes place 

Detonation as a phenomenon remains complex, but its speed of propagation is 
given by Dr. Bowden as several thousand yards per second. Moreover, experiments 
with nitroglycerine—a typical explosive—show that the chemical changes of detona- 
tion are quite different from those of burning It seems that detonation is nowadays 
the phenomenon for which the term “ explosion hould be reserved 

Certain tentative conclusions can be drawn from these new discoveries, although 
they serve only to reinforce what was already accepted in design circles as a result 
of practical experience and prompted by common sense. Clean combustion 
chambers and good temperature control therein will avoid preignition, and the 
skill of fuel technologists should not be allowed to relieve engine designers of their 
responsibilities in this direction. Detonation can probably be more successfully 
kept at bay by ensuring that the fucl-air mixture is really homogeneous than by 
possible improvements in fuel chemical content

RIVE with hyper and stop thinking about pink- 
ing.” So, in the essence, run the advertisements 
of the petrol companies these days, and the motor- 

ist is mostly content to do so. The fuel technologist, the 
engine designer, cannot afford to adopt such equanimity, 
for they have been aware for many years now of the fact 
that there may be a knock in an engine that is not audible 
to the human ear. In the interests of efficiency it is desirable 
to eliminate it 

Unfortunately, knock in engines can have at least two 
sources, preignition and detonation being the important ones, 
and it has been very difficult to separate them. “ Preigni- 
tion,” says Carl W. Georgi in his book on oils and lubrica- 
tion, “may be defined as the spontaneous ignition of the 
fuel-air mixture in the combustion chambers from a local- 
ized hot-spot, before it is supposed to be ignited by the 
sparking plug.” It needs little imagination to visualize the 
bad results of this. In extreme cases the fuel is ignited 
substantially before the piston reaches the top of the com- 
pression stroke, distributing shock loads in all directions as 
it endeavours to drive the piston down against the momen- 
tum of crankshaft and etceteras. In its mildest form the 
motorist hears it as pinking. In a troublesome and special- 
ized form it is evident in the running-on of the engine after 
switching off 

Off With a Bang 

Detonation is a quite different matter, and Georgi’s defi- 
nition is, again, a clear one. It may be described, he says, 
as the instantaneous explosion of a part of the fuel-air mix- 
ture in the combustion chambers, instead of the smooth, even 
burning which occurs in normal combustion during the 
power strokes. Again, the shock loads can be devastating, 
breaking piston ring lands, or the top ring, and sometimes 
burning a hole in the crown of the piston owing to the 
generation of metal-melting temperatures. There is more in 
an explosion, in other words, than just a bang. 

The difficulty in the study of these combustion phenomena 
has been the devising of a detection rig that is capable of 
use both in the laboratory and on the road, and the an- 
nouncement of two American scientists that they have 
devised such a rig comes at a very opportune moment. The 
wartime advances in the quality of fuel—sufficiently, if in-

Trace 3C changes the picture once again. While cylinders 
three and six are behaving about the same, cylinder four is 
preigniting severely, a large portion of the peak having 
moved to the left of the gap, thus indicating that a flame 
front has started in the combustion chamber during the 
compression stroke. The ultimate—severe preignition in 
all three cylinders, three, four and six—is shown in trace 3D 

The authors continue with a rather delicious dissertation 
m an extreme condition of detonation known as “ wild 
ping,” which, at first sight, might suggest the name of a 
Chinese cook on an Arizona ranch, It is, they say, “the 
wild, erratic, loud, sharp rap frequently heard in engines 
these days.” Most motorists will recognize it under that 
description. It is the only type of detonation that has an 
effect on the oscilloscope pattern, for detonation in conjunc- 
tion with preignition results only in the preignition pattern 
with nothing superimposed upon it. Wild ping, however, 
results in the trace shown in Fig. 4. It is believed, say the 
iuthors, to be the result of detonation which has itself been 
induced by severe preignition, and they outline the process 
as follows: a hot spot, perhaps a piece of incandescent 
carbon, starts a flame front early in the compression stroke, 
long before the spark discharge. This leads to detonation 
of a very large quantity of the mixture, a much larger quan- 
tity than is usually involved in more normal detonation 
The source of the ignition is of a transient nature, and in 
consequence the severe knock occurs for only a few cycles 
at a time 


High, Wide and Handsome 


Comment is made on the trace to the effect that a very 
large area is included under a very high peak. And an inci- 
dental remark of the authors ts that the occurrence of noise 
and the oscilloscope indication are simultaneous 

The Paper continues with an account of the electrical 
conditions existing at the sparking plug points and the varia 
tions induced by which the preignition phenomenon can be 
observed. This is of necessity couched in somewhat rarefied 
terms but, in brief, a current is generated as a result of 
combustion. It is, however, of such an infinitesimal nature 
as to be of little value when combined with the effects of 
the high-voltage spark discharge. Combustion does, how- 
ever, give rise to a considerable change in the conductivity 
of the spark gap and the two, in combination, result in a 
useful and measurable current variation. 

With the magnanimity of the true scientist, the authors 
express the hope that the rig described may be useful to 
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THERE? continued 
others working in the same field; it has proved extremely 
useful to the Sun Oil company laboratory. They conclude 
with the data obtained on a recent high compression engine 
which was being studied for the effect of combustion cham- 
ber deposits on detonation and preignition. Figure 5 is a 
graphical representation of these results. The combustion 
chambers of the engine were quite clean and all data were 
obtained under the full throttle, level road accelerating 
conditions normally used in determining engine : ctane 
requirements. The octane requirement curve was obtained 
conventionally by listening for the appearance and disappear- 
ance of knock. At the same time, preignition was observed 
on the oscilloscope rig. Attention is drawn to a number of 
interesting features. 

Although the engine was quite clean considerable pre- 
ignition was present and would have been even worse with 
fuel other than first-grade. “Thus,” the authors affirm, 


“the well-laid plans of this particular engine builder for 
control of combustion and such related functions 
pressure rise were pretty well confiscated by preignition.”

And where, in all this, does the ordinary motorist come 
in? The answer is, as always, at the end of the long pro- 
cess of research, design, and production. Given the means 
to differentiate between preignition and detonation the fuel 
technologist and the engine designer can march forward 
together a little farther along the long road to one hundred 
per cent efficiency. The further they progress, the cheaper 
becomes the mile travelled by the owner, for it must be 
realized that, whether audible or not, preignition and 
detonation are wasted effort, and it is only by the elimination

A FOND OWNER TITIVATES HIS 


NEW ACQUISITION 











NY motorist who has not had a new car for 14 years 
my feeling on taking delivery of a 

new Vanguard, one of the few cars which meet most 
of my requirements. Being a free-lance writer and photo- 
grapher, I must be able to go an re; my car must enjoy 
stopping and starting with the aw | of a delivery van 
—the pursuit of photographs often this—and it must 
equally enjoy going far and fast. It must be large and 
commodious for the very reasonable reason that I require 
much luggage and gear, and, on occasions, my family like 
to go out in the car, too. By continuing until the front 
bumpers touch the wall, the Vanguard leaves just enough 
space for me to get out (with great difficulty), squeeze past 
the car and shut the garage doors. This rules out my 
acquisition of most other sizeable cars, as they are all too 


long. 

The ability to go anywhere is a feature not shared by 
many otherwise excellent cars. Negotiating West Highland 
ferries, grass-grown, boulder-strewn tracks, or turning in 
constricted places with high kerbs, is often an expensive 
business with long low cars—especially if they have any 
considerable overhang. The 1952 Vanguard not only has

Finally, my car must be photogenic as it features quite 
a lot in my work.

Under a blue 
sky I have taken colour shots showing the coachwork a 
sapphire blue against a rich red leather interior! 

Having acquired the car my next ambition was to trans- 
form it from a quantity-produced unit into something quite 
individual. Nothing is worse than to go into a car park 
— - unable to distinguish your car except by its number 
plate 

This individuality was, however, a by-product of the 
additions I had in mind. My object was not to acquire a 
car groaning under bars of lamps and badges and lots of 
fancy gadgets more ostentatious than utilitarian—the 
Vanguard is not suited to adaptations of this kind—but to 
effect improvements in safety, long life, appearance and 
amenities. There would be enough outward change to 
produce obvious individuality, but nothing to invite ridicule; 
in short, nothing would be done that was not of obvious 
utility and lasting benefit. ‘The improvements I have made, 
could in the main be applied to almost any other car with 
equal advantage. 


Looking Back 


Anything which increases road safety should surely come 
first. Despite the excellent driving position of the 1952 
Vanguard the left-side front wing is quite invisible and the 
bulging sides are very vulnerable. These defects were 
largely overcome by fitting dual wing mirrors; they not only 
act as width indicators but also show both sides of the car 
in addition to overtaking traffic—an inexpensive but vital 
addition. A second interior mirror takes greater advantage 
of the very commodious rear window; a still greater improve- 
ment would be a mirror of the panoramic type. A third 
interior mirror is of the dipping type which at night can be 
set to give a substituted image in which all glare is elimi- 
nated. I have found this a real boon at night; the other 
interior mirrors can then be easily turned out of position. 
Five mirrors may seem needless to some drivers, but the 
result is that I can see nearly as well behind as in front. 

My need for night driving is sufficiently limited to pre- 
clude the necessity of a fog lamp, but otherwise this would 
be an essential. A spot lamp would also be desirable. As 
soon as my tyres show signs of wear a set of safety inner 
tubes of the double-chamber type will be fitted and would 
be fitted now were it my practice to indulge in sustained 
high speed. 

Another unmitigated nuisance is the inability to see out 
when the windscreen is misted over or frozen up. Demisting 
and defrosting equipment take care of this—but such addi- 
tions ought to be standard equipment on all cars. The twin 


horns are adequate for most purposes, but dual tone horns 
would be an improvement. An ammeter has been fitted, a 
curious omission now rectified in the 1953 Vanguard. 

One of my later additions was a dual screen washer. It 
took some time to decide whether this was an amusing 
novelty or a useful safety measure. Now that I have experi- 
enced its utility I cannot help feeling that in time screen 
sprays will become as universal as windscreen wipers. I can 
remember the time when windscreen wipers were regarded 
with amused tolerance. Another obvious but almost uni- 
versally disregarded asset is a fire extinguisher; I have had 
one fitted within easy reach of the driving position. 

We now come to the enticing subject of amenities and 
luxuries, some of which I have been able to persuade myself 
are necessary to my work. The makers had provided stop 
and reversing lights, a water temperature gauge and rear 
wheel “spats” as standard equipment and had fitted (at 
extra charge) a heating and ventilating plant. The fact 
that my livelihood as a scenic photographer involves anxious 
study of weather bulletins excuses to some extent the addi- 
tion of a radio. Nevertheless, as I travel so much alone, 
the radio is my sole companion, although its effect is always 
to make me drive more slowly than usual. 

Although seat covers are an undoubted advantage, especi- 
ally where there are children, my lone travelling hardly 
makes their use necessary. As the leatherwork on my 1938 
Standard was but little worn in 1951 after thirteen years’ 
use, I had no hesitation in ordering red leather, fitting a 
tartan rug on the rear seat and thus omitting covers from 
the equipment. I added a carpet and a rubber heel pad 
to soften the somewhat Spartan floor at the front. Separate 
keys for locker, ignition and radio are obvious advantages. 
Detail improvements, such as better quality ashtrays and 
licence holder, enhance the interior, and the exterior has 
been transformed by fitting chromium wheel embellishers. 

As I am not one who changes cars often, even when 
plentiful, I budgeted for long-term ownership and made pre- 
servation of the car a paramount consideration. The makers 
gave this resolution a good send-off with their use of 
Bonderizing, a method of rust-proofing of great value. To 
ensure still greater protection one of my first jobs was to 
have the underside and the inside of the bonnet and wings 
coated with a rubberized product which not only discourages 
rust but also reduces road noise, a rather noticeable fault 
of the car when driving over rough paving. The bodywork 
is externally protected by application of many coats of a 
polish possessing a silicone basis, alternated with coats of 
a liquid wax preparation which in time have built up a tough 
protective casing. 

My garage is small and damp, and as the winter months

are largely unsuitable for photographic operations the car 
is taken out very little during this period. Keeping a car 
for long intervals in a damp garage results in problems 
which I now feel to have overcome. Between the end of 
October and March the rk was only once repolished 
and no damp percolated at all. The chromium was treated 
twice and is as good as new. During the whole period of 
non-use the engine temperature was maintained at 
40 degrees Centigrade by a thermostatically controlled 
immersion heater inserted in the lower water hose, the water 
temperature gauge providing a constant check. The coup- 
ling for the immersion heater is fitted below the facia and 
plugs into the mains. A trickle charger has also been in- 
stalled and this is coupled from the mains to another socket 
under the facia. A battery capacity indicator fitted next to 
the ammeter indicates the exact state of the battery and thus 
governs use of the trickle charger. When I had the car 
in Coventry the makers fitted a special adjustable radiator 
blind. This is coupled to the steering column and can be 
fixed in three positions. All this equipment worked per- 
fectly through the whole of last winter. Every week or 
every other week I have started the engine; in every case 
an immediate start resulted from the first touch of the 
starter button and within one minute it proved possible to 
dispense with the choke. 


Overdrive 


To my mind, the most important “accessory” added is 
undoubtedly the overdrive. This was not available when I 
took delivery of the car and involved making a couple of 
trips to Coventry to get it fitted. Added as it was at the 
2,000-mile stage, at which period I had the engine decar- 
bonized and the oil changed, it proved possible to make 
careful checks with and without the overdrive. My overall 
Pool petrol consumption before and after addition of this 
unit proved to be 28.3 m.p.g. and 30.1 m.p.g. respectively, 
upper cylinder lubricant invariably being used. But the 
greatest benefit is the amazing feeling of freedom and in- 
creased engine silence when the overdrive is engaged. 
Moreover, it is impossible to over-rev the engine; 80 m.p.h. 
on normal top is the equivalent of over 100 m.p.h. on the 
overdrive. A sustained cruising speed of 65 m.p.h. (repre- 
senting 50 m.p.h. on direct top) is quite effortless. If I 
were compelled to part with my car accessories the overdrive 
would be the last to go. 

Between June and October, 1952, the Vanguard covered

4,600 miles, comprising every conceivable type of road and 
weather condition. Immediately I took delivery the car was 
driven straight to Glen Affric in the north of Scotland, 
ae Se <a S grass-grown tracks in the 
Western High s. Apart from the change of oil as recom- 
mended I have bought only a pint of oil. Steering, sus- 
pension and braking have achieved my highest expectations. 
The gear change is now notably smooth in operation, 
although it proved rather troublesome when new. Despite 
the use of Pool petrol throughout the entire mileage there 
was never any trace of running-on, and pinking was very 
rare. Lengthy Highland cloudbursts failed to penetrate the 
interior and high ridges om stony tracks did not dislodge 
the exhaust—experiences I have known only too well in the 
past. With the engine carefully tuned for premium petrol 
in preparation for my 1953 tours I expect still greater 
economy and smcother running. Even so, I shall not com- 
plain if I can average over 30 m.p.g., which is to my mind 
a highly satisfactory achievement for an engine of the 
Vanguard size. 

With a car capable of 50 m.p.h. on second gear, 80 on top 
and 80 plus on the overdrive I have never missed the normal 
four-speed gear boxes of former cars. Middle gear takes 
care of hills down to | in 6 and on premium spirit I expect 
to climb I in 9 gradients on normal top and achieve 0 to 50 
m.p.h. in 15 seconds. 

Nevertheless I am not blind to a few minor faults. The 
car is still not quite rattle-free. This fault will be remedied 
in time, but there seems no complete cure for vibration when 
running over rough paving, although only a purist would 
seriously complain. One bad fault is the reflection of the 
chromium steering column, gear change and horn ring in 
the V-windscreen, often visible in daylight. One could 
black out the chromium, but the fault hardly merits such 
drastic treatment as that. My 1938 Standard de luxe saloon 
(which cost £268 new, served me for thirteen years and is 
still running and pleasing its new owner), had fitted tables 
in the back of the bench-type seat and a sunshine roof. 
These are features I definitely miss. 

I am no enthusiast for V-windscreens, but the Vanguard, 
being a full six-seater, has sufficient width to offset this dis- 
advantage. When six are carried the three rear seat pas- 
sengers are seated with comfort comparable with that 
enjoyed by front seat members, but the rear doors were 
not designed for the corpulent. The car clock is noisy, and 
I would prefer a circular speedometer. The internal fittings 
and finish are equal to any I have seen in cars of this price 


range.

FIFTY YEARS AFTER

THE PARI 


hilly road through Ville d’Avray reached a volume 
never before known. Even the valley road through 
Sévres, unpopular because of its rough pavé, was crowded 
to capacity with chars-d-bancs, cars and multitudes of 


A the day came to a close, traffic on the macadamized 


cyclists. As darkness set in, they became a multi-luminous 
procession, for each cyclist carried a Chinese lantern on his 
handlebars—they were so much cheaper than oil lamps, and 
they gave a light ahead and astern, except in rain. At the 
three railway stations of St. Lazare, Montparnasse and Les 
Invalides, trains were taken by assault as they came to the 
platforms. The eager, excited travellers packed themselves 
fifteen into a compartment; there was a scramble for the 
upper deck—for French local trains were two-deckers, and 
the staircase was the most appreciated vantage point. 

These thousands of travellers were bound for Versailles, 
and the determination of each one of them was to see as 
much as possible of the great race from Paris to Madrid, to 
start at daybreak on the following morning, May 24, 1903. 
Weighing-in had taken place a few days earlier in the ex- 
Royal Tuileries gardens, in the heart of Paris. But that was 
only a static affair. Here they would see the great cars in 
action; they would get the thrill of speed, the enthusiasm 
of adventure. And they were prepared to spend the whole 
night eating, drinking, dancing and merrymaking—or 
struggling to get near the competitors. 

Just outside the gilded city gates, on the broad, National 
Highway No. 10, with a lake on the left and the imposing 
mass of the Palace of Versailles on the right, one hundred 
thousand spectators had gathered for the start, and it is 
estimated that another hundred thousand lined the first fifty 
miles of the road through Rambouillet and Chartres to Tours, 
and then on to Bordeaux, 315 miles away, and the first of the 
three stages to the Spanish capital, a total distance of 857 


miles. 
When the car first made its appearance, the French

realized that it should be made to prove its value by “ going 
places.” With the disappearance of the stage coaches, the 
great highways had become deserted, except by local traffic 
and cyclists, and the authorities could see mo reason why 
these new horseless carriages should not be allowed to make 
full use of them. The first race was over the comparatively 
short distance from Paris to Rouen; then they went farther 
afield, to Marseilles and Bordeaux, with enthusiasm reaching 
what appeared to be the culminating point when Levassor 
drove from Paris to Bordeaux and back again, unaided, in 
a little over 48 hours, beating all competitors. Then they 
must go to foreign cities—Amsterdam, Berlin, Vienna—with 
enthusiasm increasing with each exploit, until the year 1903 
brought the Paris to Madrid race. 


Big Stakes 


For the public these events were treated as a celebration; 
but to the participants they were serious business, sometimes 
taking on a grim aspect. Success meant a reputation, big 
sales, perhaps a fortune. For the Paris to Madrid race 234 
cars and 63 motor cycles were entered. Some failed to come 
to the starting line, but nevertheless 89 big cars, 50 light 
cars, 56 voiturettes and 53 motor cycles stood ready on that 
morning of May 24, fifty years ago. Dietrich had entered 12 
cars, Panhard had 15, while Mercedes and\ Mors had 14 
each. It was a distinguished company, with men who had 
already made history or who were destined. to become 
famous at an early date. The Hon. C. S. Rolls had No. 59 
Panhard. Cav. Vincenzo Florio was particularly interested 
in the Panhard driven by Teste, for had he not paid £3,000 
(in gold) to become its owner ? American wealth was repre- 
sented by W. K. Vanderbilt, Foxhall Keene and George 
Heath. Wolseley had sent a team with Herbert Austin, L. 
Porter, Harvey Foster and Sidney Girling as its members. 
Ettore Bugatti was a cisconsolate spectator, for the French 
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authorities had decreed that his car, with the driver at the 
extreme rear, his nose level with the top of the radiator, 
was a dangerous instrument. 

The Farman brothers, then British subjects, and a few 
years later destined to become pioneer aviators, were 
handling Panhards. Dietrich had picked three Englishmen 
to drive its cars: Charles Jarrott, Lorraine Barrow and Stead. 
The enterprising S. F. Edge could not start, but Napiers 
were represented. 

At 3.30 a.m. it was not considered sufficiently light to 
allow the cars to start, but at 3.45 the word Partez was 
given to Jarrott on No. 1 Dietrich. Then, at intervals of 
one minute, they roared off—De Knyff on No. 2 Panhard, 
Louis Renault on No. 3 machine of his own make, in the 
light car class. The road was so thick with spectators, who 
stepped back only at the last possible moment, that it was 
a terrifying experience for the drivers. To reduce speed 
was no remedy, for it only caused the spectators to step 
back later. Then came the dust nuisance and danger; 
clouds of dust and showers of stones which made it impos- 
sible to see the car ahead and often hid the danger signs 
held out by the marshals. 


Disaster 


The Versailles crowds melted away, but presently, to 
those of us who were trying to follow the race, ugly, dis- 
quieting rumours began to flow in. Alas, they were only 
too true. At Chartres an impetuous driver ran into the closed 
gates of a level crossing; a Mercedes broke a wheel and took 
fire; Porter, on a Wolseley, hit a house and the car caught 
fire. Near Couhé Verac, Marcel Renault, who was running 
behind Théry on a Decauville (the man who the following 
year brought the Gordon Bennett cup back to France) was 
blinded by the dust and failed to see the danger signal. His 
car spun round, the tyre was pulled off the wheel and the 
car overturned, inflicting such injuries to the driver that 
he died 48 hours later. Georges Richard, later the head 
of the Unic company, overturned and broke his hip. Stead, 
in a tussle with Salleron’s Mors, had overturned at 80 m.p.h. 

Most sensational of all, No. 5 Dietrich, driven by Lor- 
raine Barrow, collided with a dog, which became wedged 
between the tie rod and the axle. At 80 m.p.h. it collided 
with a tree, the mechanic being killed instantly and the 
driver receiving such injuries that he expired soon after- 
wards. The car disintegrated completely; even the pistons 
and connecting rods lay on the road. The driver of a 
Brouhot saw a hump across the road too late to avoid it. 
The mechanic was thrown off his seat and, on dropping 
back, broke the driver’s arm, so that the car charged the 
dense crowd, killing two spectators. At Angouléme, soldier 
Dupuy rushed forward to rescue a child which had strayed 
on the road. His effort was successful, but he paid for it 
with his life.

Carrying the number 168 was an 80 h.p. Mors car driven 
by a quiet, modest, comparatively unknown young man 
named Gabriel. Placed almost in the middle of the long 
racing procession he had a difficult task ahead of him, for 
he had to overtake and fight the dust of nearly one hundred 
competitors. He was not the first to finish, for Louis 
Renault, who had started third in his light car, had over- 
taken both De Knyff and Jarrott and was the first man to 
pass under the triumphal arch at Bordeaux with the won- 
derful average of 57.4 m.p.h., beating the next in his class 
by 45 minutes. He had taken the lead at Chartres, and he 
held it right to the end. Gabriel’s exploit, however, fired 
the imagination, for had he not come very close to the 
magical figure of 100 kilometres per hour? In fact, his

average was 60.2 m.p.h. Salleron, in another Mors, was 
second in the big car class, with Charles Jarrott third on the 
Dietrich. These results were merely informative, for there 
was no official classification. 

But there was no rejoicing at Bordeaux, for there had 
been such a succession of tragedies on those 300 miles of 
highway that even the competitors asked themselves if they 
wanted to continue. The question was answered for them 
by the French Government, which took the immediate 
decision to cancel the race. As they finished, the cars were 
taken to the official enclosure and the following morning 
they were towed behind horse cabs to the railway station, 
where a special train carried them back to Paris. 

Town-to-town racing was dead. From that time on all 
speed contests in France had to be held on closed and 
guarded circuits. 


Dangerous Power-weight 


Fate had dealt severely with the Paris to Madrid. The 
maximum weight racing rule needed revising, for it had 
developed huge engines in featherweight chassis. Roads 
had not kept pace with mechanical development, and no 
solution had been found for the dust danger. Public enthu- 
siasm was so great that even troops and police could not 
ensure safety for spectators. In many cases even the troops 
were so carried away with enthusiasm that they spent their 
time watching the race rather than guarding the spectators. 

Not many of the actors in that last great town-to-town 
race are now left. Gabriel continued his career as a racing 
driver, without any conspicuous success. In one of the 
last Allied air raids over the suburbs of Paris, he and his 
wife perished in their home. In that gloomy imbroglio 
which followed the liberation of France, Louis Renault, 
then the richest and biggest car manufacturer in Europe, 
died tragically. A few remain—the veteran De Knyff, the 
Farman brothers, and the professionals Louis Wagner and

Aluminium Crankcase 


The cylinder block is in cast iron, has 
ample water passages and—an unusual 
feature in these days—is bolted to a sep- 
arate aluminium crankcase, generously 
ribbed for cooling. The bottom plate, 
which encloses the crankcase, and with it 
forms the sump, is also plentifully ribbed. 
At the centre of the crankcase there is a 
robust transverse strengthening rib in 
which is a circular hole that just clears 
the shaft. Im this rib are formed the 
centre bearing housings for the two three- 
bearing camshafts, that on the right side 
operating the inlet valves through push 
rods and rockers, and the other on the left 
similarly operating the exhaust valves. 
The push rods pass through holes in the 
cylinder block. The camshaft bearings 
are bronze bushes. 

A single light alloy casting forms the 
head for all four cylinders and has bronze 
inserts for the overhead seats. Valve 
guides are of cast iron. Seats and guides 
are inserted when the head has been mod- 
erately heated, being driven into place 
with a hammer and drift in a very simple 
manner. The metal of the head close to 
the inserts is then rolled or spun so that 
it is forced into slight recesses in the 
inserts, thus securing them. Combustion 


chambers are approximately hemispherical 
and the 14mm sparking plugs are inclined 
at a slight angle.

Also unusual is the arrangement of the 
duplex chain drive for the camshafts. The 
lower run of the chain passes over the 
crankshaft sprocket while the upper run 
passes beneath a tensioning sprocket con- 
trolled by oil pressure acting on a plunger. 
The two small sprockets, therefore, run 
on the back of the chain. The attach- 
ment of the camshaft sprockets provides 
a simple vernier adjustment for timing. 
From the inlet valve camshaft an inclined 
shaft is driven by skew gears and drives 
the gear-type oil pump submerged in the 
sump, also the ignition distributor, which 
is accessibly located on a level with the 
cylinder head. 

Steel connecting rods have bronze shells 
lined with anti-friction metal for the big- 
end bearings, and bronze bushes for the 
floating geon pins, which are retained 
in the light alloy pistons by circlips 
Pistons are of normal full-skirted type, 
and carry three pressure and two oil- 
control rings above the gudgeon pin. The 
piston crowns are slightly curved, and the 
pistons are longer in the skirt on their 
outer sides, in order to compensate for 
the angle of the cylinders. A single Solex 
Type 30 BI downdraught carburettor is 
bolted to the water-jacketed inlet mani 
fold, on the right side of the engine. 
which feeds siamesed ports. It is supplied 
by a mechanically operated petrol pump 
immediately below it, driven off the inlet 
camshaft. On the left side the four ex- 
haust ports discharge into a manifold.

prototype shell is shown in the illustra- 
tions and has been examined in some 
detail. It will be supplied in two main 
pieces, front and rear, with two pieces 
for the doors, and if requirements are 
known in advance the shells will be sup- 
plied approximately correct in length; if 
not, constructors will be given full in 
structions and advice on how to fit their 
chassis. Wheelbase variations are covered 
from about 7ft 6in to 9ft, and track 
variation is permissible from about 4ft to 
4ft 8in. The front and rear portions are 
designed to hinge forwards and backwards 
respectively and hinges are built-in ready 
for mounting. The makers of the shells 
are the North East Coast Yacht Building 
and Engineering Co., Ltd., who are ex 
perienced in glass laminate work.

This glass laminate—a composition of 
hairlike glass fibres and one of the poly 
ester resins—seems to be all that it is 
said to be. It was literally possible to 
aim a kick at the body in passing, leaving 
no impression, and the deliberate spring 
ing in of the rear panel was equally in 
effective in damaging the outline. Detail 
finish, not perfect in places on the proto- 
type, is capable of being very high indeed, 
as was observable over most of the shell, 
and a small nel of the material was 
virtually indestructible by normal 
methods. Fibreglass is capable of con- 
siderable home adaptation, having the 
virtue of being workable in temperatures 
of about 65 to 70 deg, and may be said 
to be the biggest advance in providing 
double-radius curves for amateur body 
builders that has occurred in the history 
of the car. Whether or not it is capable 
of being adapted to quantity production 
methods remains to be seen, but for the 
present, in this country, its possibilities 
appear to lie in the limited production 
field.

The bad 
roads of Belguim will demonstrate the 
ability of the Eccles to absorb road 
shocks, and the German autobahnen 
will give ample opportunities for 
assessing towing characteristics at 
speed. 

The meet I am at with the 
Gazelle is quite the opposite to a big 
affair. Some twelve or so vans have 
turned up in glorious weather for a 
weekend on Loddon Court Farm at 
Spencers Wood, near Reading. It is a 
very beautiful site, the meadows hav- 
ing quite a parkland aspect with many 
mature trees of infinite variety. Mr. 
Bowyer, the farmer, is also a distinct 
character.

A few 
years back, with the advent of the £10 
tax and petrol at 2s per gallon, we were 
all to have large cars and large vans. It 
has not worked out that way. Tax up 
to £12 10s and petrol at 4s 6d a gallon 

the latter especially—have driven 
these ideas from our minds. The small 
car is very much back with us to stay, 
and a whole spate of small caravans to 
fit is appearing—some from manufac- 
turers who would not laok at anything 
smaller than 18ft a short while ago. 

Attention is also, at last, being paid 
to cutting down weight. For these 
light holiday touring caravans single 
wall construction is quite ample from 
the insulation aspect; it is just a ques- 
tion whether the double wall is or is 
not lighter for a given strength. One 
of these days we shall see a manufac- 
turer producing a really light stressed 
skin van by making the walls, ends, 
floor and roof of six sheet-metal 
stampings. 

Earlier this year one of the really 
small vans, a McEvoy Rambler, was 
taken out on test, chiefly to see how 
vans with tiny wheels perform at speed. 
One had the impression that every pot- 
hole would set up a waggle. Actually, 
this was not so. The Rambler towed 
perfectly at every speed, although at 
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In the cold, cold snow. Getting away in the McEvoy Rambler after a stop for lunch. 
The A.40 scarcely noticed a caravan of this size on tow. 


the time there was a two-inch layer of 
snow on the road. 

This small caravan market is a 
difficult one to satisfy. The price must 
be low, but at the same time the quality 
must be good. A majority of the buyers 
are craftsmen themselves and are very 
critical of bad workmanship. To some 
extent the Rambler fell down on this 
score. It was a nice roomy van for two 
people, the layout was convenient and 
it weighed only 74 cwt, but the fitting 
of doors and suchlike left much to be 
desired. Berkeleys with their new 
Caravette have attacked this market, 
and anything from this firm of coach- 
builders can be guaranteed to be of 
high quality. 

What is surprising is that for the 
small- and medium-size vans more use 
is not made of extension awnings. The 
French, for instance, have a number of

these tiny caravans, each of which has 
an awning of bigger floor area than the 
van. Ingenious devices allow, in some 
instances, for the whole side of the 
caravan to be detachable, turning the 
van and awning into one big room. In 
others the store cupboard opens from 
the outside as well as the inside. This 
saves endless journeys back into the 
van to fetch food and cutlery. 

At a recent meet there was a Berke- 
ley Messenger, the owner of which had 
totally enclosed the rear sunflap, in 
effect nearly doubling the available 
space. It may well be that Britain’s 
rather boisterous weather precludes us 
from having the light, gay-coloured 
awnings that our French friends sport; 
nevertheless, the awning extension is 
the only way to give ample room to a 
van light enough to be towed easily— 
mark the word—by a small car.

LONGEVITY 
Is Design Moving in the Right Direction? 


[64887.]|—I was discussing the subject of motoring with a 
friend who is the type of motorist who looks upon his car purely 
1s a means of transport. Some of his remarks on the virtues 
he needed most in a car set me thinking 

He pointed out that, being a non-mechanically minded person, 
he needed most of all a car to be utterly reliable, requiring the 
minimum of maintenance attention, able to keep its tune for 
long periods between overhauls and to be mechanically quiet; 
economy on petrol, oil and tyres was important as well. Frankly, 
I wondered if the designs of today are progressing in the right 
direction to fulfil his requirements 

I'he little Morris Minor has recently been fitted with the 
o.h.v. B.M.C. engine, a unit of lower capacity and higher r.p.m 
than the s.v. unit it replaces, and the axle ratio has been raised 
to suit the characteristics of the new engine. The trend of these 
higher engine and transmission rotational speeds is not con- 
ducive to long life, reliability, and mechanical silence. Not only 
in the Morris Minor do we find these tendencies, but in other 
popular cars as well. 

The modern small diameter wheels and tyres also deserve 
mention; while these are desirable in the interests of reducing 
unsprung weight they do not make for reliability with their 
higher speed of rotation, 

It would be interesting to have the views of other readers of 
The Autocar.

NATIONAL CAR MUSEUM 


The Old Cars are Not in Danger of Extinction 


[64888.]—I cannot allow letter [64865] from Mr. St J. C. Nixon 
in your Coronation number to pass without comment 


While agreeing that a national car museum is highly desir 
able in this country, perhaps on the lines of those in the United 
States, I cannot agree that it should be stocked from the cars 
owned and maintained by members of the Veteran Car Club of 
Great Britain, which is apparently what Mr. Nixon is now 
suggesting 

Surely i is obvious that since its inception in 1930, the V.C.C 
has done more than any other organization to encourage the 
finding, accurate restoration and preservation of early motor 
vehicles of all kinds. To deny its members and their descendants 
the right to use their vehicles on the roads, after these have been 
restored, often at very considerable personal expense, would be 
unthinkable. 

One of the principal objects of the V.C.¢ 
every car taking part in its events is not only as authentic and 
historically accurate as it can be made, but that it is also com- 
pletely roadworthy. The standard in both respects has improved 
enormously in recent years. 

Nothing could be further from the truth than to say that a 
large number of these cars have suffered major modifications, or 
that they are run with the object of making the public laugh 

Indeed, the very reverse is the case; one of our main objects is 


is to ensure that 
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continued 


to provide instruction and true information about the history of 
the automobile for an increasingly appreciative public, and, as 
Mr. Nixon well knows, the V.C.C. has never encouraged the 
use of period motoring costume, on the ground that it tends to 
cause undesirable public reactions 

As for the suggestion that there is any danger of wearing out 
the cars prematurely, experience shows that a vehicle in sound 
mechanical condition, properly handled, for the limited annual 
mileages that the majority of them cover, will last indefinitely, 
and if a part does occasionally need replacement modern 
engineering resources are quite capable of producing an exact 
replica of the original. 

It should be remembered that, had it not been for the efforts 
of V.C.C, members, the total number of veteran cars existing 
today would be merely a fraction of those which, in fact, do still 
exist, and that each event held usually results in the discovery 
of still further examples. 

If all the veteran cars present in various museums up and 
down the country, as well as those in the hands of a number of 
old-established. manufacturers, were gathered together under 
one roof, and properly restored, quite an imposing and repre 
sentative collection would result, and everybody would be 
satisfied.

[64889.|—In my capacity as president of the Veteran Car Club 
of Great Britain, I would like to express my views regarding 
the thought advanced that a national car museum should be 
established, and at the same time I wish to deal with the views 
expressed by Mr. St. John C. Nixon [64865], whose point of 
view aS a recognized veteran car historian rightly command 
consideration 

First, with regard to Mr. Nixon’s letter, I find it difficult to 
reconcile the opinions that he expresses with his own actions, 
since he states in his references to these valuable old vehicle 

and here I must quote him—“ that even to run them long 
distances in normal conditions is a step par excellence 
wards reconsigning them to the very graves from which they 
were so commendably rescued by their existing owners.” It is 
a matter of historical fact that Mr. Nixon, on May 22, 1959 
himself drove a veteran car from John o’ Groats to Land's 
End, and thence to Oxford. This car was the only example of 
its kind in the world, and is therefore indeed one that is an 
historic treasure and quite irreplaceable 

Mr. Nixon goes on to suggest that these early vehicles, and 
here I quote again—“ are run today largely for two reasons, 
first on the grounds that a man can do as he wishes with his 
own property, and, secondly, to make the public laugh.” Here 
again there is a complete contradiction, since the car that M1 
Nixon drove on this gruelling test was not his own property 
but that of the original manufacturer. One can only conclude. 
therefore, that there was some other reason for his undertakine 
this run. His second reason is not, I think, entitled to be taken 
too seriously. If, however, he really meant this somewhat slight 
ing remark on the English public, then we must take him at his 
word and assume that this purpose on that occasion was hardi 
within the dignity of what should be expected from one who 
was himself a pioneer driver 

Mr. Nixon also refers to major modifications. From any 
person less well informed, such suggestions could be accepted 
as indicating a lack of knowledge, but he, as a know 
ledgeable historian, knows that all veteran cars within this club’ 
purview are scrutinized and checked, in an effort to ensure their 
adherence to their original specifications. There are, in fact 
very few deviations from original designs or details, and in any 
form of rally or competition organized by this club, such modif 
cations are penalized 

If Mr. Nixon’s own actions are so completely contradictory 
to his own expressed views, then I feel that further commen: 
on the views expressed in his letter would be an unnecessary 
trespassing upon your space. I would, however, if I might, like 
to deal with the thought of a national museum in general term 
and in so doing I know I shall not be misunderstood when I 
say that were it not for the Veteran Car Club of Great Britain 
there would be very few, if any, veteran cars in existence in this 
country today. My club was created in 1930, and its expressed 
purpose was, and of course still is: “To assist in the acquis 
tion, preservation, exhibition and maintenance of veteran motor 
vehicles.” I am proud to record the fact that we have in the 
ownership of our members no fewer than approximately 650 
veteran vehicles today, which are, all of them, capable of func 
tioning on the roads_ It is gratifying to record that the entrics

TRICT enforcement of the published 
regulations about non-standard elec 
trical equipment affected a hundred 

competitors in the Lancashire M.C.’s 
Morecambe National Rally (May 15-17) 
ind many of them took the ensuing loss of 
marks very much to heart. There were a 
great number of protests 

The regulations permitted additional 
electrical equipment provided that it did 
not replace any item (other than plugs) 
specified by the maker: and this regula- 
tion was applied to sports coils in 
numerous instances. Penalized, too, were 
non-standard front mudguards The 
sports coil for the M.G., many maintained, 
is specified in the maker’s Stage One 
tuning recommendations. The clause was 
not applied, as it could have been, to non 
standard foreign head lamps, or there 
would have been more penalties. There 
was resentment (not, in the case of a few, 
finding a dignified or sporting outlet) 

More popular was Ian Appleyard’s win 
ning of the two principal awards. Mrs 
Appleyard’s navigation and time-keeping 
had been impeccable, and in the tests Ian 
drove with splendid precision, though he 
was deprived of f.t.d. by the remarkably 
fast times of the two Cooper-M.G. entries 
of F. D. Dundas and K. Flint. The 
promenade tests at Morecambe are always 
i highlight of the rally, and are held twice, 
on Saturday morning and again in the 
evening, with the day’s run in the Lake 
District in between. Competitors have a 
sprint up the promenade, with a wiggle 
between two pylons in the middle of the 
run, a hairpin turn round an end pylon 
and return to start, again negotiating the 
middle pylon and also doing a reverse into 
a broad bay; they emerge to cover the 
course with a third run, a plain sprint to 
the finish line. 

Competition is always hot, and a num- 
ber of cars were a little too ambitious, In 
the morning, A. G. Imhof struck the wall 
in wiggling through the centre pylon; his 
throttle was giving trouble, and the re- 
puted 200 b.h.p. of his Cadillac-Allard did 
the rest.

N some ways it is a good thing that 
rally organizers are now beginning 
to clamp down on all the minor 

modifications which are made to other 
wise standard touring cars. The Tulip 
Rally, of course, is the recent notable 
example, and it is regrettable that most 
of the offenders came from this coun 
try. The regulations for that event 
made it plain that any alterations from 
standard, however small, must be de- 
clared on the entry form; those which 
contributed only to the comfort and 
convenience of the occupants were 
permissible, but even these had to be 
declared. The works-sponsored Ford 
Zephyrs were fitted with a secondary 
and non-standard oil filter, which 
could hardly be classed as a comfort 
aiding accessory; two of the Sunbeam 
Talbots were fitted with Al-fin brake 
drums, and so on 

Some of the blame must probably 

attach to the F.I1.A., or rather the 
Commission Sportive thereof, for being 
sq. long in producing the officially 
recommended definitions of a touring 
car for these events; this has !ed 
organizers to be rather circumspect 
and chary about the exact require 
ments in their regulations. But there 
has of recent years been an increasing 
tendency to try to get things past the 
scrutineers (not only among entrants 
from this country), and matters were 
bound to come to a head some day 
Certainly, the organizers cannot be 
blamed for insisting on strict adherence 
to the regulations, and disqualifying 
competitors is always a distasteful task 
in which they are not to be envied 

Now the Lancashire A.C. has been 

faced with something of the sam 
problem in connection with last week- 
end’s Morecambe Rally This seem:
